ties, or to a man untitled, but of birth 
and breading , who, after manifesting 
unmistakable sig ns of mental disorder, 
had suddenly v anished from his ac­ 
customed haunts in London, ev entual­ 
ly to die in a madhouse. 
Sir Robert establishes the fact that 
the infamous “Jack the Rip p er," as 
the unknown slay er had been dubbed 
by the p ublic, and at whose hands no 
less than 14 women successfully lost 
their lives within a 
circumscribed 
area of the East end of London, was 
an alien of the lower thoug h educated 
class, hailing from Poland, and a ma­ 
niac of the most v irulent and homici­ 
dal ty p e—of a ty p e recorded, by rea­ 
son of his rarity , in medical treatises, 
but one with which the world at larg e 
is not familiar. 
The most imp ortant p oint of all 
made by Sir Robert is the fact that 
once the criminal inv estig ation dep art­ 
ment was sure that it had in its hands 
the real p erp etrator of the Whitechap ­ 
el murders, It p rocured from the secre­ 
tary of state for the home dep artment 
a warrant committing the man for de­ 
tention “during the king ’s p leasure” to 
the g reat asy lum for the criminal in­ 
sane at Broadmoor five or six y ears 
ag o. 
Behind the walls of Broadmoor are 
hidden away in this fashion some of 
the g randest names of 
the 
united 
king dom. 
Althoug h strict secrecy is observ ed 
with reg ard to the names and iden­ 
tity of the inmates, Sir Robert re­ 
calls during his sev eral stay s at Broad­ 
moor hav ing seen and talked with a 
number of p risoners p ossessed of a 
certain amount of historical interest. 
Chief among them was Edward Ox ­ 
ford, who in 18 40 had attemp ted to 
shoot Queen Victoria when she was 
driv ing with the p rince consort to 
Bucking ham p alace. 
Another strang e inmate of Broad­ 
moor was old Mrs. Broug h, w'ho had 
been the nurse of King Edward, who, 
in sp ite of what has been said, was 
not nursed by bis mother, the queen.

English aviator who won the honor of 
| being the only man to make a round 
trip across the 
English channel to 
France, was killed in the aviation meet 
here. 
W hile flying in a Wright ma­ 
chine in the alighting competition for 
a prize of $1,250, his aeroplane sudden­ 
ly turned a somersault, crashed to the 
ground and crushed the aviator to 
death directly opposite the grandstand, 
which was filled with representatives 
of English society who had been at­ 
tracted to the contest by the fact that 
R olls w'as to compete. 
The Hon. Charles Stewart R olls, 
third and youngest son of Baron Llang- 
attoch. was the first man to wing a 
wav across the English channel and 
back again. 
Blériot, the Frenchman, 
had flown from France to England be­ 
fore R olls, so had the Count De Les- 
seps, but the Englishman, already fa­ 
mous for fearlessness, accomplished 
the first round trip.

Anim als Chosen Should Be Carefully Examined and Tested 
P h ysically—Should Show Evidence of 
Health and Vigor, 


First Prize Diitch Belted Heifer.

There is n o p oin t of greater im­ 
p ortan ce in selectin g an imals for the 
foun dation of a herd or in makin g p ur­ 
chases of addition s than to get p er­ 
fectly healthy stock. 
An imals cho­ 
sen should be critically examin ed an d 
should afford eviden ce of bein g stron g 
in con stitution an d of healthful vig­ 
or. 
It is advised that all be tuber­ 
culin tested, an d this of course should 
be don e by a comp eten t veterin arian . 
Besides the robust character of the 
in dividuals, the breedin g stock from 
which they are descen ded an d the 
herd, stables an d farms from which 
they come should be closely exam­ 
in ed on the score of health. 
Breed­ 
in g an d rearin g the an imals n eeded 
to rep len ish an d in crease the herd 
an d refusin g to allow stran ge an imals 
on the farm are the best safeguards 
again st the in troduction of disease. 
If p urchases must be made let 
the 
n ew stock be strictly quaran tin ed for 
at least on e mon th before min glin g 
with the herd. 
On every farm of an y
